Lights!  Action!  Camera 
starts  rolling  as  the  title 
appears,  "Scenes  of  77". 
It's  a  unique  movie,  made 
up  of  its  own  time  and 
settings .  Each  act  is 
special,  meaningful  for 
everyone  involved.  It's 
about  us  and  the  way  we 
were.  So,  just  sit  back  and 
enjoy  as  the  memories  roll 
past  you,  for  these  are  the 
"Scenes  of  77" . 

Act  1:  The  curtains 
open  to  the  East  Lobby  and 
the  projector  begins ,  as  a 
quiet  voice  narrates:  It's 
the  opening  day  of  school 
and  the  students  are 
returning.
